MISSING CHEMIST 
MADE STUDY OF 


Mystery Continues to Sur- 
round Explosion and Fire 
in Which Charles H. 


By the Aesociated Press. 

MARTINEZ, Cal., Aug. 7.—Un- 
canny mystery contmues to sur- 
round the explosion and fire which 
gecurred more than a week ago at 
the Pacific Cellulose Co., in which 
Charles Henry Schwartz, heavily 
insured chemist, disappeared im- 
mediately after the charred body 
of an unidentified man was found 
in the wrecked laboratory of the 
plant at Walnut Creek. 

Today, as a week ago, new clews 
and new evidence were brought to 
light and seemed destined to lead 
ito the same result—an abrupt end- 
ing neither Indicating the where- 
abouts of the missing chemist or 
the identification ef the burned 
corpse which still rests in the San 
Francisco morgue. — 

Standing in the foreground of 
every avenue of investigation is the 
phantom figure of Schwartz, a 
German chemist who studied at 
Hiedelberg. In Walnut Creek he 
was the central figure in the coor- 
poration which depended upon him 
to perfect a process for the manu- 
facture of artificial silk. As a 
hobby he studied the “perfect 
crime,” and although a man ef 
family, he was recently made de- 
fendant in a $75,600 breach of 
promise suit filed by an Oakland 
gir}. 

His wife, his family phy- 
sicilan and his intimate friends in- 
sist that he was blown to bits while 
experimenting in his laboratory. 

The official viewpoint is repre- 
sented by a complaint charging 
Schwartz with the murder of an 
unknown person killed in the ex- 
plosion. in rewards posted for his 
apprehension, and in an appeal to 
Gov. Richardson to increase the 
reward. 

Each bit of information has been 
minutely investigated and several 
men have been given the role as 
the victim but the supposed dead 
man has reapreared or it was dis-

An unident'fied letter found near 
the body, which is the latest clew 
that may lead to the identification, 
was made public last night. This 
also is of a mysterious nature. The 
letter is apparently unfinished and 
contains no signature. It is dated 
“in the big trees, Santa Cruz, May 


24. 1925. and begins “Dear 
Friends.” It was not in Schwartz's 
handwriting. 


That Schwartz planned in ad- 
vance to meet his family in the 
event it was discovered that the 
body was not his is given founda- 
tion by District Attorney Tinning, 
who stated that a letter was left 
with Mrs. Schwartz-.to be opened 
in event of his death, directing her 
to take the children to England. 


WOMAN, USED AS A SHIELD

CAN'T BREAK LAW 
10 MAKE CASES, 
POLICE ARE TOLD 


Judge Gayer Unsparing in 
Condemnation of Pres- 
ent Enforcement Meth- 


ods on “Appeal\Day.”’ 


Caustic criticism of present po- 
lice methods by Judge Gayer again 
featured “appeal day” yesterday in 
Court of Criminal Correction. 
Judge Gayer wag unsparing in his 
condemnation of police action in 
several cases and at Wie close of 
the session warned the police to 
abide by the law themselves before 
attempting to enforce it. — 

The first criticism came tn the 
case of John Luger of 4149A Flad 
avenue, who had been fined $300 
by Pelice Judge Beck on a vag- 
rancy charge filed May 23 after 
he had been arrested as a robbery 
suspect and no specific offense had 
been fastened upon him. In pre- 
senting the case the police showed 
Iuger had been arrested 75 times, 
but had — convicted only once. 

Gayer Remits Fine. 

“T entered a plea of guilty to 
petty larceny four years ago,” Lu- 
ger told the Court. “I had been 
arrested so often that I knew I 
would Be convicted aftgr a man 
had identified me as a thief. I 


was innocent, but it seemed best 
to plead guilty and take a light 
sentence.” . 


Judge Gayer discharged Luger 


on the Vagrancy charge and re- 
mitted the fine of $300. 
“This man was arrested on 


scores of occasions apparently be- 
cause he had been once convicted 
of an offense,”” The Court said. 
“What chance has a man to £0 
straight if he is going to be taken 
into custody every time a police- 
man takes a notion to arrest him? 

“Incidentally, the police must 
have some semblance of a charge 
against a man before bringing the 
fact of his previous arrests into 
this court to hold up & charge of 
vagrancy. Arrests such as have 
heen made in the case of this man 
mean nothing.” 

Case of Saloon Man. 

The Court again severely criti- 
cised polite methods in the case of 
Tony Purcelle, saloon proprietor, 
charged with resisting arrest. Ev!i- 
dence showed his place had been 
raided by policemen without a 
search warrant. During the raid an 
argument started and Purcelle was 
charged with resisting arrest. 
“The defendant is discharged,” 
Judge Gayer said when the case 
had gone that far. “You policemen 
had no seardh warrant and were 
without right to enter this man’s 
place for a search without it. Why 
did you not get a warrant?” 
One of the policemen replied that 
it took too long to get a search 
warrant and that they could not 
get one in the case, anyhow. 
“T’ want to tell you policemen 
once and for all,”” the Court said, 
“that you can't come into this court 
unless you come in legally. If you 
want to break the law tp make 
cases you will simply find that 
your cases will be thrown out of 
this court. 
“The sooner the police aprake to 
the fact that they are protectors of 
the law and must obey it them- 
selves, the better ‘off we'll all be. 
Cases can't be made in this court 


unless there is sufficient evidence, 
legally gathered, to back up the 
charge.” 


Of 71 cases heard vesterday, 28 
were dismissed and 25 continued. 
Fines were reduced as excessive 
and two were sustained. Among 
the sustained fines was $250 as- 
sessed against Melville Stevenson, 
a negro, for operating an automo- 
bile while intoxicated.

[NATIONAL CRIME COMMISSION 
BEGINS ORGANIZATION WORK 


Former Attorney General Wickersham Heads 
Committee and Associated With Him 
Are Child and Whitman. 


By Leased Wire From ‘the New) 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW ,YORK, Aug. 7.—The Na- 
tiona] Crime Commission met yes- 
terday in the offices of Elbert H. 
Gary and appointed a committee 
On permanent organization which 
will meet Monday and report back 
to the commission's sponsors next 
Wednesday. 
George W. Wickersham, former 
Attorney-General, was temporary 
chairman and was named to head 
the committee of organization. 
Others serving with him are Rich- 
ard Washburn Child, whose ar- 
ticles on crime in this country are 
responsible for the commission: 
William B. Joyce, chairman of the 
board of the National Security Co.; 
former Gov. Whitman and Horace 
F. Poor, chairman of the Crime 
Committee of the New York Mer- 
chants’ Association. 
It was decided that the new 
committee should meet in Wicker- 
sham’'s office Monday afternoon to 
create a permanent organization, 
establish headquarters and outline 
a plan of action. The general dis- 
cussion indicated that the Execu- 
tive Committee of the commission 


will be small, probably having not 
more than five members. 

Gov. Silzer of New Jersey was 
one of the most enthusiastic speak - 
ers, recounting his experiences in 
dealing with crime. He told of 
summoning every prosecuting at- 
torney in the State when highway 
banditry was at its peak in New 
Jersey, and “telling them what 
they had to do.” Then he held a 
conference with the judges, he 
said, and “told them what I hoped 
they’d do.” 

Briefly it was for the prosecu- 
tors to be ewift and the judges to 
be severe. Both co-operated, Gov. 
Silzer said, maximum sentences of 
45 years being assessed, and as a 
result banditry is much on the 
wane. He recommended similar 
methods all over the nation, and 
according to Mark oO. Prentiss, 
spokesman for the meeting, this 
scheme “‘met with the approval of 
every man present.” 

Wickersham, according to Pren- 
tiss, stressed the responsibility of 
members of the commission to en- 
jist “not for a week, not for a 
month, but for the pertod of 
need” in the Sent against crime.

Miriam A. Ferguson to 
commute his sentence to life im-«- 
prisonment. She definitely an- 
nounced last night that she would 
not act In the matter. 

Gray was convicted on cireume 
stantial evidence at Mount Pleae- 
ant following the finding of the 
body of young Ballard, nude and 
weighted with trons, in a creek, 
death apparently having been due 
to a blow on the head. Gray de- 
clared his innocence of the crime 
and attempted to fasten the blame 
on Burl Kemp, a negro in Gray's 
employ. Kemp also was tried and 
given a 80-year prison term. Bal- 
lard had been a witness in a bank 
rabbery trial in which Gray and 
the negro were defendants.

“At the time Mr. Doheny § dis- 
posed of his control of Pan-Ameri- 
can Petroleum and Transport Co.,” 
the announcement stated, ‘‘fortu- 
nately or unfortunately, as the case 
may be,.I had been confined at 
‘home for several weeks with laryn- 
gitis. The new interests called to 
see me when my voice was prac- | 
‘tically inaudible and I could only | 
make my ideas known in a whis- 
per. 
| “They askéd me to remain with 
ithem in the same capacity, namely, 
as president and general manager, 
‘assuring me that there would be 
;no changes in the organization. 
This I was reluctant to do, but on 
receiving certain assurances, 
‘agreed. When I returned to the 
‘office I found that the manage- 
‘ment had business well in hand | 
‘and had diverted from the office of 
'the president much that heretofore 
‘had been under his jurisdiction. 

“T realized that I was not with- 
in the inner circle and that busi- 
|ness was being transacted without 
consideration for me. As the day | 
lwent by 1 felt this and more; and | 
as the president had a particular 
responsibility to the stockholders 
‘that he could not assume without. 
being kept fully informed, he de- | 
'eided that he couwid not continue 
ithat office, therefore my resigna- |

No. 5—The Importance of Being a Parent. 


O the child the parent should 


be companion, friend and con- 

fidant. The parent whose little 
child brings all his troubles and 
doubts to him for solution has es- 
tablished a relationship of tremen- 
dous value. This can never be 
brought about if the parent’s at- 
titude is cold and repelling. A 
mother who is too busy to bother 
with a little child's nonsense wil! 
never be bothered by his real 
problems. 

A child should be treated with 
as much courtesy as an adult. 
Children have affairs and plans of 
thelr own which they are follow- 
ing. These plans are frequently 
utterly disregarded by the “grown- 
up.” If they must be interfered 
with, let it be with som: explana- 
tion and consideration for the 
children. 

The smal] daughter of a young 
couple was playing contentedly on 
the hearth by her father's feet 
when her mother called from up- 
stairs for her to come to bed.
